Mr, Justice Swift's final words 
to the jury were:: “You must de- 
cide between these parties, and, as 
business people, make up your 
minds. Has plaintifl satisfied you 
that there was a contract made in 
April, 1932, and, if she has done 
so, What damages do you award?" 

The jury, as stated, returned a 
verdict for Lord Revelatoke, and 
judgment was entered accordingly 
with costs.

SHING MUN TRAGEDY,

While no amount of warning can 
rive mankind an opportunity to 
prevent quakea, the predictions of 
geience can at least accomplish 
something very useful.

“A quake 
great city. will allow the people to 
prepare for the emergency, will 
allow the authorities to muster 
their relief and fire-fighting forces. 
In time it may be possible for 
science to foretell with precision 


rwhere and when an -earth tremor 


will occur. What a blessing that 
would be! Already we have made 
some. progress towards lessening 
the Joss which earthquakes cause. 
‘The greatest hazards,, fire and 
panic, are largely within control of 
human Ingenuity. We are learn. 
ing to build substantial: dwellings, 
decentralise populations, and pro- 
vide ample fire protection. Cali- 
fornia leirned its lesson when San 
Francisco was literally shaken to 
a. shattered shambles, abd Califor- 
nia now erects quake-proof schools 
and supplements its fire-fighting, 
equipment with high pressure salt- 
water systems. Japan is buillling 
increasingly shock-proof _ cities, 
limiting- the. height ..of_ buildings, 
guarding against the awful men- 
nce of fire which almost inevitably 
follows on a quake.
